1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

The application has been amended as follows: 
In the claims : 

Claim 45 (renumbered as claim 10), line 27, replace "wherein^-" with — wherein—. 
Claim 50 (renumbered as claim 12), line 22, insert ~ solely — immediately before 
"during". 

2. Claims 18, 20, 23, 31, 33, 41 and 45-50 are allowed. Regarding to claims 18, 20, 23, 31, 
33, 41, 46-48 and 50, see the examiner's statement of reasons for allowance below. Regarding to 
claims 45 and 49, see the examiner's statement of reasons for allowance in the Office Action 
dated 8/5/2004. 

Reasons For Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claimed invention 
is directed to an erasing device for a LCD panel whose pixels are driven by active elements, for 
erasing a display image on said LCD panel when a power source of a main body of said LCD 
device is turned off. Independent claim 18 identifies the uniquely distinct feature, " wherein said 
power source control circuit outputs to said source driver control circuit a source enable signal 
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which is at a selecting level solely during the certain period ", in lines 20-22. Independent claim 
50 identifies the uniquely distinct feature, " wherein said power source control circuit outputs to 
said source driver control circuit a source enable signal comprising a display erase command, 
wherein said display erase command is outputted during the certain period ", in lines 20-22. 
Examiner agrees with the applicants (see pages 10-16 of the amendment filed on 10/22/2004) 
that the closest arts, as discussed in the Office Action dated 8/5/2004, Yasui et al (USPN: 
5,248,963) and Tsuboyama et al. (USPN: 5,592,191) only teach a data side Vc control signal 
which is at a low level for allowing data to be written into pixels (see Tsuboyama et al, fig. 5C), 
either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or render the above underlined limitations 
obvious.
